TREATY FRAMED 

BERLIN REPORTS. 


Amsterdam, December 15,—A treaty 


between Russia and Germany has been 
official 
recéived here today. , 
At yesterdays’ session of the Russian 


follows: 

“On the part of both sides the con- 
ditions.and draft of a treaty were an | 
ally formulated in the plenary sitting 
Friday. As, however, the Russian dele- 
gates desired to obtain supplementary 
instructions on gome points from their 
government thé . general discussions 
were postponed until Saturday.” 


This is the first intimation that -the 
Russian and German delegates have 


carried their deliberations further than 
,» the considération of an armistice, al- 


delegates would have the power. to 
enter into peace negotiations. The 
formulation of a treaty would be pre- 
ceded by definite conclusion of peace 
and gettlement of the terms. It is 
possible, however, that the word 
“treaty,” as used in the Amsterdam 
dispatch, is a loose translati¢n from 
the German, and that the statement re- 
fers to an armistice agreement. 


London, December 15.—A : Petrograd 
dispatch dated Friday, announces the 
resumption of Russo-German armistice 
negotiations and says they are now 
concerned with the transport of troops 
from the front, the question of the seas 
and condition of fraternization. Rus- 
sia maintains her attitude in respect 
to transportation of German troops to 
other fronts, contending that the Ger- 
honevey should mot send men from the 
east to France and Belgium. 

The Petrograd newspapers announce 
that Germany has withdrawn her de- 
mand for disarmament of the ‘entire 
Russian army. -

The state ratiroad commission has 
reached a decision in the recent peti- 
tioh of the Georgia carriers, who ask- 
ed a complete revision of Georgia intra- 
state freight. rates, and has promul- 
gated a tentative order to be put into 
effect at a date iater to be fixed, ac- 


cording to announcement Saturday by 
airman C. M. Candler, of the com- 
mission. 

In the meantime the comssiasion has 
fixed January 22 next as a date when 
it will hear criticisms and suggestions 
for modification of the tentative order 
before passing its final order. Bven 
after the order has. been put into ef- 
fect, the commission will require de- 
tail records of the effect of the opera- 
tion of the order to »5e kept Dy such 
carriers as the commission desig- 
nate, and, “after fair trial,” the order 
will be subject to gamegg ghee By or requests 
for review in whole or in part. 


New Order Revolutionary. 


The new order is the most far-reach- 
ing and revolutionary revision of 
freight rates ever made in Georgia, af- 
fecting as it does the rates on every 
commodity that moves within Georgia, 
the rates between all points in Georgia, 
and, in short, the very fabric and struc- 
ture of the intrastate rates of the 
state. 

Of primary interest to Atlanta and 
the larger Georgia centers, now known 
as “basing points,” is the decision ef 
the comm — to abolish the Paes on 
“basing- t’ system in rate ‘con- 
struction oe : establish co lete ap- 
plication of e long-and~ “i 
principle.

337.247 VOLUNTEERS

Washington, December 15.—TInability 
of many recruiting offices to care for 
the rush of men to join the regular 
army before the new draft regulations 
became effective today was reflected 
in recruiting figures for yes 7 
The day's total was only.9,104 as com- 
pared with 14,291 Thursday, when the 
recruiting system broke down. 

Friday's figures, with three states, 
South Carolina, Arizona and New 
Hampshire missing, swelled thé De- 
cember enlistments to 70,466 men, not 
taking into account those accepted to- 
day up to noon when enlistment in the 
regular army was prohibited to men 
of draft age under the new rules. 

Volunteers to the regular army since 
the declaration of war in April now 
number 337,247, exceeding by. sarees 
the number called resident 
Wilison to bring the regtlars to war 
‘strength. Ten states failed to igs 
thei quotas. They were Alabama, -

Each public. school will put. on 
sale thrift cards and war savings cer- 
tificates. In the Atlanta public schools 
alone there will be nine hundred of 
these societies: ~ 

At 11:30 o’clock one Seukeeia and five 
colored school teachers assembled in 
Houston street public schoo] and a sim- 
ilar campaign was inaugurated for ‘the 
colored schools:.of the city. : 

The importance of economy during 
the Christmas holidays was emphasized 
in the addresses, The giving of thrift 
stamps .and savings certificates as 
Christmas présents was urged instead 
of the usual presents of little or no 
permanent value, and ‘absolute safety 
of the cértificates, backed by the fed- 
eral government, coupled with the 
further fact that they serve the gov- 
ernment in’ the prosecution of the war, 
render these investments extremely at- 
tractive. A. number of ‘teachers volun- 
teered their services in assisting in 
clerical work through a portion. of the 
holidays.

The commis- 
sion proposes to make the new order 
apply to the Louisville and Nashville 
as well as all other roads in Georgia, 
and has issued a rule nisi citing the 
Louisville and Nashville to appear be- 
fore the commission January 22 to 
show why the new order should not 
apply to it as well ag to the petition- 
ag. carriers.

Case Very Intricate. 


The petition of the carriers before 
the Georgia commission was the most 
comprehensive and voluminous docu- 
ment ever presented to any state rail- 
road commiasion in the southern states. 
The petition of the carriers, the an- 
swer of the shippers and the testimony 
exhibits and briefs of both, comprised 
tens of thousands of pages, exhaust- 
ing practically every detail of the al- 
most infinite ramifications of the rate 
question. as it affected the Georgia 
case. Hundreds of witnessea were 
summoned by both sides, and the tak- 
ing of testimony eccupied months. 
Merrel P. Callaway, of Washington, D. 
C., represented _ earriers haa gwenera! 
counsel, while W. A. Wimb AY At- 
lanta, represented the shinuaee 
of traffic Gopartments of the principal 
Georgia carriers aiced continuously in 
the direction gf the case for the car- 
riers. Harry T. Moore, of the Atlanta 
Freight bureau; Frank Wilby, rate 
expert for the city of Savannah, and 
others resenting cities and ship- 
pers, aided in the answer of the ship- 
pers. The case was spectacular and 
warmly fought from beginni to end.

Surely the omniscience of God does not operate to make of men automatens, 
Mor does it warrant the superstition of fatalism. The chief purpose ef sort 
life, as @ stage in the course of the soul’s progression, would be nullified 
man’s seacy wis after all but a pretense, and he a creature of ci 
co elled to do as he does. 

a mortal father who knows the weaknesses and frailties of his son may by 
reason of that knowledge sorrowfully predict the calamities and suffering 
awaiting his wayward boy. He may forevee’ in that son's future a forfeiture 
of blessings that could be won, loss of position, self-respect, reputation, char- 
acter and honor. Even the dark shadows of a felon’s cell and the night of a 
drunkard’s grave may loom in the visions of that fond father’s sou ot, 
convineed by experience of the son’s determination to follow the path of sin, 
he foresees the dread developments of the future, and writhes in anguish be- 
cause of his knowledge. ae, 

Can it be truthfully said that the father’s foreknowledge is even con-~ 
tributory eause of the evil life of his boy? To so hold is to say that a neglectful 
parent, who will not trouble himself to study the character of his son, who 
shuts his eyes to sinful ways, and rests in careless indifference as to the 
probable future, will by his very heartlessness benefit the boy, because the 
father’s lack of forethought diminishes the son’s tendency toward dereliction. 

By way of further illustration, consider the man versed in: meteorology, 
who by due consideration of temperature, air pressure, humidity and other 
essential data, is able to forecast weather conditions. He speaks with the 
assurance of long experience in foretelling a storm, The storm comes, bringing 
benefit.or injury, contributing to the harvest perhaps or destroying the ripen- 
‘ing grain; but, whether it be of good or ill effect, Gan he who prophesied of 

the approaching storm be held accountable for its coming? 

It may be argued, however that in these illustrative instances neither the 
mortal parent nor the human forecaster had power to alter the respective 
course of events, while God can direct and overrule as He wills. But, be it 
remembered that God has granted

Southern Cuts Piasine 
- Schedule to 140 Games 


No Retrenchment in Salary 


or Player Limits, or in Um- 


pires—Spring Meeting to Be Held Here in Febru- | 
ary —Session Was Stormy One—Two Holiday 
Dates Divided—Season ‘to Open About 
April 18— Schedule Committee Named. 


By Fred Bedcker. | 
Birmingham, Alga, December 15.— 
(Special.)— After an all-day session of 
wrangling and discussion, the directors 


of the Southern Association of Base- 
ball Leagues adjourned tonight with- 
out making any important ch s in 
the operation of the circuit during 
1918, The meeting was well attended, 
every club in the league poing e- 
sented, and no unexpected aveld - 
ments occurred. . 

The schedule of the league was re- 
duced from 154 games to 140 games. The 
player and salary limit was left sta- 
tionary. No fimal action on the col- 
lection of the federal war tax was 
taken. No guarantee or forfeiture for 
each club was decided upon. 

The above facts tell the whole story 
of the session. The meeting, although 
a stormy one, failed to. produce any 
sensations. The igseves brought before 
the directors by President rt H. 
Baugh were discussed from every an- 
gie, and, although the magnates agreed 
to be ag economical as possible during 
the coming campaign, no official ac- 
tion was taken. 


Forfeiture Row. 


Owners of the Mobile club seriously 
opposed the placement of a forfeiture 
or the renewal of a guarantee for the 
visiting «lub. The directors of the 
league, as a whole, agreed that the 
coming seag@gon did not give prospects 
of bel the most disastrous the cir- 
cuit will ever experience. The major- 
ity eof the directors expressed tha 
opinion that the league would have a 
most successful year, even better than 
last year, which ranked well among 
the prosperous years enjoyed by the 
premier outfi of Dixie. 

ttle opposition resulted from the 
proposal to reduce the schedule from 
164 games to 140 tilts. New Orleans, 
represented by President A. J. Heine- 
mann, was the lone magnate to favor 
the lengthy dates. It was decided that 
the season would open not later than 
April 18, and would close on Sunday, 
September 8. 

The games for July 4 were awarded 
to Little Rock, Birmingham, Chatte- 
nooga and Atlanta. The Labor day 
games will be played at New Orleans, 
Memphis, Nashville and Mobile. 

The places for the opening of the 
season were left for the schedule com- 
mittee, composed of Mike Finn, of Chat- 
tanooga; Chris Haury, of Nashville, 
and Bob Allen, of Little Rock, to decide. 
It was decided that the season would 
close in the towns having Sunday ball, 
and the final games in other towns on 
the preceding Saturday. 

A verbal agreement was reached by 
the owners to play the entire schedule, 
if the season was started. And it was 
the unanimous agreement of the owners 
that the season would be started. 

The most heated discussion of the 
session resulted from the attempt to 
force Mobile to agree to payt a for- 
feiture to guarantee to complete the 
season if started. Mobile emphatically

This was in the com- 
paratively early days of the war, when 
quite a large party of American cor- 
respondents were paying a visit to the 
French front. They were taken every- 
where in metor cars and treated with 
true Gallic courtesy but, quite naturally, 
were allowed to see just so much and 
no more. Our country, ef course, was 
then neutral. | 

One day about midway in the trip, 
Gouverneur Morris, who was then in 
Europe es the representative of an 
American magazine, suddenly made his 
appearance, and caus his card te be 
sent to the distinguished French of- 
ficer who had the “joy-ride” in charge. 
Immediately he*was made exceptionally 
welcome, given a gga in the motor car 
which led the van, paid all sorts 
of other attentions Be wo Mg “dnagg 7 my 
tified and enraged his fel icuvunt. 
ists, who were obliged literally to “take 
his dust.” 

This lasted for a day or so, and, 
make matters still worse, from "the 
standpoint of the other correspondents, 
Morris was permitted to see a number 
of interesting sights from which all] 
the rest of them were debarred.

British Y. M. C.A. 
Worker Brightens 
Life for Sammies 


A young American, wearing the uni- 
form of a British Y. M. C. A. worker, 
wes walking quickly down the muddy 
street of a military camp. out in the 
hills near London. He was Werren 8. 
Dudley, of the Garret Biblical Insti- 
tute of Northwestern university. All 
at once, as he surveyed the low wooden 
huts before him, his keen glance caught 
the. large-brimmed hat and the khaki 
gaiters of a uniformed fellow-country-~ 
man of his. 

In a moment they had met and the 
face of the soldier had perceptibly 
brightened. But he still seemed very 
unhappy and the reason was soon told. 

Ninety-nine Broke Americans. 

He was one of the 99 Americans set 
down there in a British camp. They 
had not even an officer to take care of 
them, and all their comrades and, worst 
ef all, their pay-roll had been sent to 
France. Fer over five weeks they had 
not been paid a cent—not even one 
large round English penny. No tobacco 


to smoke—and for these particular men 
Sauaaee was a necessity—no stamps, 


and hence no letter home, and to cap 
the climax the day they had arrived 
in camp 28 of the men had been in- 
terned with German measles!

SLIME LAY HIP-DEEP 
ON RAINSWEPT FLATS 


With Dogged. Determina- 
tion Soldiers Face Mud, 
Rain, Wind, Cold, Mist and 
Machine Guns in Attack 
on Passchendaele.

Somewhere in France, December 15. 
The attackers could see, whenever 
their eyes sought the left, the forest of 
Houthulst standing there gray - and 
ghostly in the thick morning mists. 
But the eyes of the men in khaki sel- 
dom turned that way, and even the ob- ° 
jective ingfront came in for very little 
attention. The needs of the moment 
occupied their whole consideration. 
They were trying to get forward and 
progression was difficult. Movement 
was a task for giants and not for the 
men who were making their way acrosea 
the dumb, desolate levels of Flanders 
toward the enemy lines. 

It was raining, raining incessantly. 
The water from the clouds whipped 
down pitileesly, slashing against the 
meackintosh capes and beating a tattoo 
on the steel helmets. These helmets 
were tilted sideways so that the rain 
was thrown off and kept from sliding 
down the men’s bodies. The wind 
struck aslanmt the soldiers, beating 
their faces, chilling their frames, and 
flicking the water from “the ground 
against their legs. The whole country 
was a gigantic pond; the creeks were 
rising, rising, spilling their overflow 
on the levels, The men had to probe 
the ground in front of them with long 
poles, testing the earth for the next 
step. The slime for the most part 
lay hip-deep and a false step might 
land a man in a shell hole which would 
cover him to the chin. When a soldier 
fell in his mates pulled him out, miud- 
dy to the ears and wet to the skin. 
He would stand for a moment and 
shake himself like an animal out of 
its wallow ‘and try the action of his 
rifle with clay encrusted fingers out 
of which all feeling was nigh gone, 
Then he would go forward egaia, 

Busy Machine Guns, 

The machine guns were busy, bark-« 
ing epitefully from the trees of the 
forest, trees as insubstantial as a 
dream. The bullets whipped the water 
around the men and whisked i ebout 
in spurts of spray. Here and there 
the beeks flung the water sky-high 
when the shells fell on them In 
front a dull pink glow lit up the 
gnuurk. This glow flared out luridly at 
times 4nd then died way like the ooler 
of a cloudy western sky when the sun 
is sinking. The glimmering play of 
color was due to the berrage which 
was sitting on the German trenches 
in front. 

The air was full of the emell eof 
powder. The acrid fumes which caus- 
ed the nostrils to emart and the eyes 
to water, refused to rise, and the heary, 
atmospheer preased it down like a 
blanket. The men choked and spiut- 
tered as they plodded through the 
slime.

Posts and Weod. 

On most farms there is the job of 
cutti wood, either for clearing U 
some land, or for posts, or for fue 
Fuel is needed oo now for heating 
purposes, but all e year for the oe 
paring of our daily meals and a pien- 
tiful supply should be provided during 
the cold weather. Cutting wood is @ 
job that calls for considerable expendi- 
ture of energy and jt is a sweaty job 
in the summer time, but in winter thé 


exertion serves only to keep the body | 


good ocircula- 


warm by maintaining 
job in win- 


tion—-we prefer to do this 
ter, even aside from the question of 
getting it done and out of the way 
of summer crop work, 

To those who have large tracts of 
timber near towns, there should be this 
winter at least a good profit in getting 
out wood for market. The shortage 
of coal is equal to that of sugar and 
both are due more or less to cone 
gestion and lack of cars in the ship- 
Ding business. Many families are suf- 
fering for the want of fuel, and though 
heretofore depending on coal, are 
willing and anxious to get wood to 
burn; the demand then is greater 
than for several years, or even for 
many years, and offers good oppor- 
tunity to clear up and put into culti- 
vation eome land on tracts where the 
acreages in cultivation have been over~- 
balanced by that in timber, provided, 
of course, that one ig able to take ad- 
vantage of it. 

Should the land in question have & 
good supply of post oak or other good 
post timber upon it, the cutting of 
posts may be made the primary work 
and wood be cut only from such pafts 
of the trees as are unsuitable gor posts. 
On every farm there is more or less 
fencing—around the barn lots, the 
hog lots, the Bermude pastures, the 
wood lots ana nym, Coe ene now we 
are coming more dad more to pasture 
off corn and velvet beans, pea- 
peanuts or other crop that may have 
been planted with the corn, these 
fielda must be fenced. And posta are 
continually rotting and must needs be 
replaced, else the old brindle cow or 
the brood sow will, during the growing 
season, find the weak spots and break 
through and devastate some of our 
orops. 
vide at this season a good supply of 
posts and to place these, 60 far as 
the places can be located, in these weak 
places and forestall the destruction of 
our crops by headstrong live stock. 

Stumping and Draining. 

There can be no question but what 
food paying crops of eorn and cotton 
can be made on new jJand among thé 
stumps and that it is probably better 
to use light tools among the stumps 
for a few years until the stumps have 
rotted more or less and can much more 


easily be removed than they could im- ; 


after the timber is cut 
down. ut there comes a time after 
a few years that the “new land” be- 
ging to give slightly less returng and 
a better rotation of crops is called for.

With the introduction of small grains, 


or legume crops into the rotation comes 
a need for other implements than a 
Georgia. etock and it is soon found 
that the stumps are more or less in 
the wey. Then the work of se yee 
the land must begin in. earnest, an 
there is no better time than during 
the winter to do such work. The win- 
ter weather is far from bei all bad 
and there are many days when such 
work can well be carried on. 

Whether this work -is done by dig- 
sing them out by hand, ne them 
with a team and chain, with a mechan- 
ical stump puller, or whether dyna- 
mite is used to Blast them out, the 
work had best be done between crop 
seasons and during any dry spell of 
weather in the winter long strides 
can be made toward putting some of 
new lands into such condition that 
they can more easily be tilled with 
various two-horse implements, 

As for drainage, most of us have that 
and to spare; what we need is some 
way to hold the water back and keep 
it from tearing our lands to pieces as 
it rushes down the slopes. Yet on

AMERICANS IN FRANCE 
“GET THINGS DONE” 


With the American Army in France, 
December 15.—-(By the Associated 
© |Press.)—Here are two stories showing 
how American officers in France get 
things done. An artillery battery com- 
mander, having received orders to 
transfer. his command by rail, loaded 
rH men and their equipment and then 
discovered that no engine was attached 
to the train and none appeared avail- 
able.

Now the movies show Mr. Damrosch 
and Mr. Bauer, towering figures in 
music, alighting from their automobile 
at Aeolian hall. and then. the full or- 
chestra in position. Mr. Bauer and Mr. 
Damrosch come upon the stage and Mr. 
Bauer is handed the wire which oper- 
ates the piano-player, he ‘preases the 
button and then there is the percep- 
tible movement of the keys as the 
piano-player reproduces the record the 
Pianist had previously made. In this 
concerto the piano plays the introduc- 
tion unaccompanied, and so the film 
first reveals the orchestra at atten- 
tion and finally the signal of Mr. Dam- 
rosch with his baton for the musicians 
to begin. | 

Previous to the concert itself the 
conductor addressed the musicians 
briefly, telling them of the distinction 
they should feel in -participation in 
such a momentous ceremony—the first 
combination of a symphony orchestra 
with a mechanical instrument which 
has been made so perfect that the

It 
is my carefully considered conception 
lof the music—as such it is preserved— 
a new and wonderful form of musical 
i creation.”

ig a cry—a wail that makes the strongest to shudder—this cry for more funds, 


: for more hospital facilities, for more garments for the unfortunate women 


and children in the war zone. 


. The Message of Major Murphy. 


When Major Grayson Murphy returned from France the other day—he the 
Red Cross commissioner in Paris—the message he brought back has been 
carried far, and stirred to action, mem and women who never realized before 
that there is a war, and that we—the American people—are'deeply involved. 

A part of the message was that in' some of the hospitals there was such 
a@ scarcity of the necessary surgical drassings, bandages and hospital facili- 
ties, that in the emergency straw and newspapers are being used to bind the 
wounds of the men—men who are giving their lives now for a. cause—which 
has become our cajse. 

An Atlanta woman who for three years has been giving her services in 
a French military hospital, writes that the only fuel she has had since the 
weather was at the zero point is the driftwood when she went: out on the 
beach and gathered herself during her hour off duty. She added a postscript 
to the letter to say that the hospital barracks had since been bombed by 
an enemy aeroplane (six men killed), that there was more fuel, as they were 
using the splinters of the barracks to keep the hospital “wards and the 


nurses’ quarters a “little warm.”

Cross: then through some already con-

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ORGANIZED WOMEN 
_AND LIBERTY LOAN 


The part taken by the women of established organizations in war work 
ig one of the most remarkable phases of the war in the United States. 
Throughout the country the women of societies, clubs and fraternal organiza- 
tions have been the first to respond to the nation’s call for women’s service, 
and their efforts have been primarily responsible for the success of several 
divisions of the work necessary for the speeding forward of the machinery 
of war. | 

-In no place has this been more notabie than in the work of women for 
the Liberty Loan. The advisory council of the Woman's Liberty Loan com- 
mittee, composed of executive heads of women’s organizativns of nation-wide | 
membership, has been one of the most important factors in the campaign of | 
the ‘committee and one of the most essential promoters of patriotic wigzabinii 
at work in the nation. 

Although there has been no direct method of determining the exact ; 
amount Of woman’s purchases of Liberty Bonds, nevertheless certain indica- | 
tions of women’s activity show how important a part women took in the first | 
issue of the loan, where nearly one-third the total number of subscribers were 
women. Among these the members of women’s organizations throughout the 
country were in a noteworthy majority: 

With less than six weeks’ time for promotion of the mrst issue of the 
loan the Woman’s Liberty Loan committee, appointed by the secretary of the 
treasury for the representation of the women of America in the great gov- 
ernmental war activity of raising money for the care of our troops, plunged 
into the work of arousing the women of the country into realization of the 
Vital need of making the bond issue so snecessful that Germany would realize 
that a united America had entered the war. To this end the quickest ane 
most effective method was the utilization of established organizations of 
women, and the record’ made by these organizations in the brief period | 
have shown, if nothing dise had ever proven the fact, the great national value 
of women’s organizations. 

Mrs. Vanderlip’s Work. 

. When the members of the committee met in Washington on the 9th of! 
May they elected Mrs. McAdoo to the chairmanship and allotted various | 
tasks of organization to the membership. To Mrs. Frank A. Vanderlip the | 
Federal Reserve District Bank board of New York gave the task of organiz- ; 
ing the women of the district. To Mrs. F. L. Higginson, of Boston, the Fed- 
eral Reserve District Bank board of New England allotted the work of or: | 
ganizing the women of that district. Other members pf the committee under 
took the work of interesting the miscellaneous organizations of women 
throughout the United States in the success of the Liberty Loan. 

Because of the intensive areas of their districts Mrs. Vanderlip and Mrs. 
Higginson were able to make compact organizations, by their use of women’s 
clubs and societies already organized for various other purposes. In New. 
York city alone Mrs. Vanderlip enlisted in two weeks more than one hundred | 
organizations of women for service in the loan. This service was in every 
case bond selling as well as pond tuying. One organization, the Woman's. 
Motion Picture industry, sold before June 10 $1,000,000 worth of Liberty 
Bonds. The largest single subscription taken through Mrs. Vanderlip’s effort 
was that of Mrs. E. H. Harriman for $1,000,000, and Mrs. Vanderlip’s sub- 
committee made a remarkable record for sales of the $100,000 Liberty Bonds. 
It is in the number of women who sold and purchased $50 and $100 bonds. In 
the New York district, however, rather than in the large amounts taken in | 
special cases that Mrs. Vanderlip takes particular pride. ere 

In New England Mrs. Higginson organized her district so that she could 
_ be in constant telephonic communication with the sub-committee chairmen, 
who were, in turn, in direct contact with the executive officers of the or 
Sanizations, so that at any time the director of women’s loan promotion could 
come in individua] touch with the workers within a few hours’ time. 

In answer to the letter sent by Mrs. Guernsey to the Daughters of the 
American Revolution it is estimated that more than $1,500,000 was subscribed 
to the Loan. To the efforts of Mrs. George Bass, Mrs, Antoinette Funk, and 
Mrs. Kellogg Fairbank in the middle west was due the great interest taken 
by the women of that territory in the Liberty Loan. One Pittsburg bank has 
estimated that 33 per cent of its bond buyers were women whom Mrs. J, O. 
Miller, of the committee, had interested by her campaign in that city. 

Because of the extreme shortness of time before the cloge of the first 
bond issue the Woman’s Liberty Loan committee had opportunity only to in- 
augurate the advisory council which is now one of its most important activ- 
ities. The work done by Mrs. McAdoo in this division resulted in the incor- 
poration into the advisory council of severa] of the most important organiza- 
tions of women in the United States. Among them the Women’s Benefit As- 
sociation of the Maccabees subscribed $100,000 out of their treasury fund, 
the Ladies’ Catholic Benevolent association ‘bought $20,000 worth of bonds, 
the Women’s Catholic Order of Foresters purchased $10,000, and the Daugh- 
ters of the Union sold $67,000 through their organizations. The Women’s 
Christian Temperance Union was another purchaser of Liberty Bonds, as was 
also the Council of Jewish Women. The Federation of Women’s Clubs of 
Missouri,.whom Secretary McAdoo addressed at Kansas City, turned the 
entire treasury fund of the organization into Liberty Bonds. All these or 
ganizations and various others used their branches as distributing agencies 
for Liberty Loan propaganda. 

* Characteristic of the enthusiasm of organized women is the enlistment of 
several thousand Slovak women as workers in the campaign for the next issue 

of the Liberty Loan. Mrs. Anna Ondrey, of Cleveland, Ohio, president of the 

First Catholic Slovak Ladies’ Union of the United States of America, in a 
letter accepting membership on the advisory council, emphasized the desire 
of women of foreign birth and parentage in America to work for the cause 
of liberty. 

“I shall consider it a-great honor, net only personally, but as president 
of the First Catholic Slovak Ladies’ Union, to become a member of yoiir 
advisory council,” Mrs. Ondrey wrote. 

“Our Slovak women know so well what the word ‘liberty’ means that we 
_ ate naturally the first to appreciate what you and other good women are doing 
to maintain liberty. Any slight service which we can render to assist you in 
this work will be cheerfully given. We have a large society of Slovak women, 
some of them born on the other side and many of them born in this country, 
but all Americans. 


Preparing for the Third. 
“As you know, our parent body subscribed fifty thousand dollars to the 
Liberty Loan. Should occasion require the new loan, our society will be 
found among the first of its subscribers. In the meantime we hope to be’ 
placed in the position where we can through our papers and other avenues or 
communication teach our women and their families that it. is their patriottc | 
duty to subscribe for government loans during the war.” . 
In every city, town and village of the United States women are already 
atranging to promote the sale of bonds. In department stores, booths will | 
again be set up where women will give out bond applications. In thousands | 
of towns women will make house-to-house canvasses to interest others m 
the Liberty Loan. Girl Scouts will aid Boy Scouts in the distribution of ap- 
plications. Women will stand on the street corners, at railway stations, and 
in hotel lobbies to give out bond applications. Never has the country seen | 
such concentrated service of women as that being manifested by them for 
the Liberty Loan. 

Because of the longer time possible for the inauguration of the second 
_jgsue of the Liberty Loan campaign, the work of women is even more exten- 
give. The knowledge of the vital need of the money for the care of the men 
who are fighting to defend America’s honor is coming home to every Ameri- 
ean. Since the Liberty Loan is something essential, concrete and immediate, 
it makes instant appeal] to the American woman's sound, practical common 
gense.. The fact that a Liberty Bond is the safest investment, paying an un- 
uaually high rate of interest and having its income free from taxation, is a 
point of interest to all women investors. That the money loaned by the in- 

-yestor is needed by the government of the United States to provide food ana 
 ghelter and munitions for our soldiers, sailors and marines, makes the invest- 
- ment a patriotic service as well. , 

The first issue of the Liberty Loan showed the enormous value to Amer | 
-jea of woman's service; the second issue enlisted the service of nearly every 
‘woman and girl in the United States, either as purchaser or promoter, and the 
@ Liberty Loan wil] still further engage the attentions of the women of 
“the nation. For this purpose the committee has instituted a campaign which 
“every woman in tho country is urged to join. If she belongs to any organiza- 
‘tion, she can work through that organization, volunteering her services io

By way of instancing the constructive 
work women are doing to afd the nation 
to the winning.-of the war, the tireless 
and patriotic activities of Mrs. Josiah 
Ev Cowles, of Los Angeles, may be 
ci says a recent editorial in The 
E i Express. Mrs. Cowles, who is 
at the head of the National Federation 
of Women’s Clubs, is admirably guiding 
the energies of that superb organization 
and directing them to practical en- 
deavor. Recently she addressed a club 
at Chicago. At Fort Wayne she spoke 
before the Indiana state federation. 
The New Jersey federation heard her 
at historic Trenton. Her thickly- 
crowded engagements include addresses 
before the state federation of New 
York. The clubs of North Carolina will 
hear her at Charlotte. She is to speak 
in South Carolina and before the state 
federationg of Georgia, of Texas and 
Mississippi. At Mobife she will address 
the Alabama federation, and at Tampa/! 
the federation of Florida. Then, at 
Washington, she will attend the ses- 
sions of the Nationa] Defense Council. 

Everywhere she preaches practical 
patriotism to responsive audiences, and 
with her fine enthusiasm inspires the 
women of the nation to renewed én- 
deavor. Witness the proceedings at 
Fort Wayne. There in late October the 
ground was white with snow, ®ut hun- 
dreds of women marched, carrying ban- 
ers in advocacy of the Liberty loan. 
Mrs. Cowles, lighting the liberty bon- 
fire, said, inspiringly: “We are light- 
ing this Liberty loan fire with a torch 
of understanding and loyal service in 
token of the unquestionable love of lib- 
erty that flames in our hearts.” 

When the president set aside Sunday, 
October 28, as a day of national prayer, 
Mrs. Cowles, as president of the feder- 
ated clubs of the women of America,

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The English lion 
was roaring, and 
his growls could 
be heard all ajong 
the western front. 
| No doubt many a 
German general was stirring uneasily 
in his large concrete shell-proof dug- 
out, kilos behind the German front 
line, as the ever-increasing thundering 
roar reached his ears. 

We had a close-up view of his maj- 
esty, the King of Beasts, and to us he 
was a sorry-looking specimen. Patches 
of hide were worn away, while in his 
tall were two big knots. If these knots 
had been lIabeled it would have 
been easy to read “Neuve Chapelle” and 
“Gallipoli.” The memory and pain of 
these two disasters no doubt increased 
the intensity of his thunder. 


The British bombardment of the Ger- 
man lines was on, a bombardment which 
lasted over eight days and nights. It 
was the forerunner of the Big Push, 
or battle of the Somme. 

Atwell and I were sitting in a dugout 
of the support trench. Atwell was a 
great big, lovable fellow, and was my 
mate. We both had been detailed to the 
divisional intelligence department, and 
were engaged upon “spy vork.” 

Atwell, although of a naturally 
cheery disposition, occasionally re- 
lapsed into fits of despondency. 

In the light from a stump of a candle 
I was making out my previous day's 
report to turn into brigade headquar- 
ters. Occasionally the entrance to the 
dugout would light up with a red flare 
as a shell buret in the near vicinity.

I’m goin’ to tell you the 
story, and I'll give you my oath that 
you’re the first one that’s ever heard 
it- from my lips; but [ve got to have 
your promise that you'll not judge me 
too harshly. I've just got to get it 
out o’ my system.”

“A few more hundred pounds 
Bone to seed,” and then again the 
gloomy look spread over his counte- 
mance. I was getting nervous and un- 
easy. Trying to hide my” fear, I said: 

“For th’ love o’ Mike, Atwell, crack a 
smile, Give us that story of yours, or 
else I'll go bughouse. You had better 
get it off of your chest, because I’m 
thinking that Fritz wil] soon be reply- 
ing to our strafeing, and if an eight- 
inch shell ever hits this dugout they'll 
need no wooden crosses for us, because 
our names will appear under the cap- 
tion, “Missing.’” 

With another sigh escaping from his 
lips, which sent a cold shiver up and 
down my spinal column, he lighted a 
fag and started in. This is what he 
told me: 

“It was back in 
September, 1914. 
You know I came 
out with the first 
hundred thousand, 
the time when all 
the fighting was done in the open. Th> 
Germans were smashing everything be. 
fore them in their drive on Paris. Our 
regiment was one of the few opposed 
to Von Kiuck. It was a case of hold 
them for a few hours and then retreat 
—always retreat. We didn’t even hav: 
time to bury our dead. The grub wes 
rotten, and we were just.about fagged 
out, dead tired, with no prospect of a 
relief or rest in front of us. ° 

“It was customary for small patrols 
of ten to twenty men, in charge of a 
sergeant, to reconnoiter on our flanks 
One day I was sent out in charge of one 
of these parties. Oh, yes, I was a ser- 
geant then, but I lost my stripes—diso- 
bedience of orders they called it. I sup- 
pose Iought to feel lucky I wasn’t shot, 
but I'll leave it to you whether I did 
right or not. 

“At that time I was tn for a commis- 
sion, but, of course, didn’t get it. If I 
had received it, no doubt by this time 
I'd be pushing up the daisies some- 
where in*France. In those days offi- 
cers didn’t last long—made fine targets 
for the Boches. 

“This patrol I was in charge of car- 
ried rations for three days. We were 
to scout around just in front of the ad- 
vancing enemy, but our orders were not 
to engage them—just get information. 
If the information obtained was va]ua- 
ble enough, I was to send it in by one 
of- the men, There were fourteen of 
us, and we were mounted. I was in 
the Lancers then, and was considefed a 
fair rider. 

“The first day nothing happened. We 
just scouted around. By nightfall we 
were pretty tired, so when we came to 
a village—wasn’t a village, either; just 
five or six houses clustered around a 
church—I decided to go into billets for 
the night.

So, if you will accom- 
modate us, miss, I will be much oblig- 
ed.’ I was in love with that girl before 
I saw her—the voice had done the trick. 

“She answered: ‘Just a moment, 
please, until I tell father,’ and then the 
door shut and the light disappeared. 
We didn’t have to wait long: before 
the door opened, and she called to me: 

“‘Father bids you welcome, and s0 
do I, soldiers of England.’ : 

Then she opened the gate. There 
she stood on the gravel path with the 
lantern held shoulder high. I trembled 
all over—thought I saw a vision. I tell 
you, Yank, she was beautiful.

Railroad Cuts Through Georgia Mountains 


Straight through the heart of the 
mountainous country of northeast 
Georgia, the heaviest and the most in- 
teresting of all the construction work 
in connection with the double-tracking 
and rebuilding of the Southern rail- 
way system’s Washington-Atlanta line 
to modern standards is nearing com- 
pletion. 

It is through this section—from Mt. 
Airy to Tugaloo river, the stream that 
divides Georgia and South Carolina— 
that the Southern’s line traverses a suc- 
cession of ridges and valleys. The pres- 
ent line winds about the hills instead 
of cutting through them, making sharp 
curves and heavy grades. 

_All of this will be eliminated When 
the work now in progress is completed. 
From Cornelia, Ga., to Central, S. C., 
61 miles, the grades will be, reduced 
from a maximum of 2 per cent in both 
directions to 1 per cent southbound 
and nine-tenths per cent northbound, 
and a saving of 368 feet in rise and fall

curvature will be accomplished. 
Abandons Old Route. 

At points in this picturesque section 
where the old line did not readily lend 
itself to improvement by parallel con- 
struction, the Southern is abandoning 
the old route and is laying a new line 
of double track railroad.

and small mountains to provide a mod- 
ern bed for the new double track. There 
are no tunnels.

Near the south end of the fill the 
new line wifll cross the old at an angle 
of about 45 degrees, and gat an eleva- 
tion of about 70 feet higher than the 
old line. In order to avoid disturb- 
ance to traffic a trestle will be built 
across the fill above the old track and 
this gap will be closed up after the 
new route is in operetion. 

The original plan for the Coldazell 
fill called for a viaduct, but the quan- 
tity of matertal available for making 
ea fill and the high cost of steel and 
wneertainty of delivery made the 
change advisable. A large concrete 
culvert through the bottom of the fill 
provides for adequate drainage and 
protection against any possible wash- 
out. 

The new route between Ayersville 
and Toccoa will eliminate the old 
North Broad .fill—which fs near the 
new Coldazell fill. This old fill was 
built on am excessive curve and is 
about 70 feet high. Between Ayers- 
ville and Toccoa the new route at one 
point is about a mile distant from the 
old. 

Running north of Toccoa for about 
three miles, the new route practical- 
ly parallels the old line, but will have 
a lower elevation, the difference ap- 
proximating twenty-two feet at the 
lowest point. From Toccoa on to the 
Trgaloo river the new route will have 
but few curves. Between these points 
now there are twenty-four rather 
sharp curves 4 
have only eight. These will be grad- 
ual and much lighter.

. SOLDIERS AND YULETIDE. 


Much as ‘Atlantans have done—and 
' they’ve done their best—to brighten the 
training days of the national army men at 
' Camp Gordon, the season is close at hand 
when they may do much more. How much 
' more, only a home-loving boy away from 

home is able to tell—but even he, not in 
words. 

The season referred to need not be spect- 
fied; “close at hand” is explicit enough. It 
is obvious. Reminders of, jt are upon every 
* hand—in every shop window; in the conver 
sation of the street; in children’s faces, 

As the season draws nearer, the heart of 
the resident instinctively lightens and grows 
happier—happier in anticipation of the hap- 
piness that he knows will surround him; 
. happier in the knowledge that, in a few has- 
. tening days, secure in his own household 
* and his liberties, he will enjoy with those 


» he loves the beautiful blessedness of the 


annually recurring day of cheer and the 
sowing of cheer. 

But the season and the sensation are 
. precisely reversed to the man away from 
home. In his heart, anticipation is sup- 
planted by dread; thoughts of pleasures to 
be are crowded out by longing for those that 
cannot be, and memories of past Christmas 
days make the approach of this one sad, in- 
deed, instead of joyous. 

Especially is this true of the hearts of 
those men in olive drab out at the canton- 
ment, whom duty holds away from home. 

Those. men, practically all from the dis- 
tant north and east, will be granted a 38 
hours’ furlough from the camp, or, rather, 
about 8,000 of them will be. The time will 
not permit of their going to their own hemes 
_for Christmas; but it will permit of their 
' enjoyment of 38 hours of home life in At- 
lanta homes. 

A forceful appeal to the people of At- 
lanta to open their homes to those young 
men for the duration of their leaves from 
_ camp, was made on the Camp Gordon page 

of last Friday’s Constitution. : 

| It is an appeal that should meet with unt- 
versal and the most hearty response. And 
that it will not is incredible, particularly in 
this city noted for its hospitality. The sol- 
diers of Camp Gordon will find that the 
latchstring of every Atlanta home will be 
hanging on the outside to them when Christ- 
mas comes, and each man of them will be 
able to feel that he has indeed a southern 
home for at least the duration of his fur- 
lough. 

Also it should be remembered by those 
thus extending the hospitality of their homes 
that it is not merely a “Christmas dinner” 
that the men want. Uncle Sam offers that 
to all who remain in the camp—as fine a 
dinner as any man could wish. 

It is not that: It is home that the men 
want—the fireside; the warmth of a family 
circle; the welcome; the spirit of Christ- 
mas! 

They don’t crave merely a place to eat— 
that’s provided for them out there. What 
they do crave, and what is craved by every 
* man with a heart and a soul, and who has 
- been reared among kindred and loved ones, 
is Christmas sunshine in the house of refine- 
ment; it is food for the spiritual, sentimental 
man that they long for. They want to enter 
a door that has been left open for them; 
to sit by a family fireplace and watch the 
Yuletide log burn; to look upon the handi- 
work of good women—mothers and sisters— 
in the room; to crack nuts for the little 
folks; to romp with the babies; to hear the 
~ laughter of children! 

And how almost heavenly it will seem to 
an army man again to sleep in a bed pre- 
‘pared by somebody’s mother; even though 
she is his mother for only 38 hours! Then 
-@ morning without a “reveille!" Another 


| _ @ay without drill; no “taps” at night, and a 


preal home bed again before the grinding 
routine of duty! 
This probably will be the last Christmas 
many of those young fellows ever will see, 
They are going to France—going for us, 
and to fight to make our firesides secure; 
it is not in keeping with reason to ex- 
though we hope ever so fervently, all 


surpassed if the American people respond to 
their duty in this war in a spirit at all com- 
mensurate with the exigencies of the situa- 
tion. 

The Red Cross is distinctly a humanita- 


rian and a civilian organization; and the 


work that it does ig essentially a work of 
mercy. It functionates only to ameliorate 
suffering, bind up wounds, assuage pain and 
conserve human life. 

It knows no distinction between friend 
and foe. Mankind is its friend, and it has 
no ehemy. 

Need—physical—human need, in what- 
ever form or wherever it exists, is the open 
sesame to its merciful ministrations. 

How appropriate it is, then, that this 
“drive” for membership in such a society, 
whose policies are modeled after those of 


| the Savior, and whose methods of service 


are a counterpart of those of the Good Sa- 
maritan—how appropriate and how fitting 
that it should be promoted during the sea- 
son of celebration of the birthday of the 
Christ! 

In his appeal to the American public, 
asking for a general response to the call of 
the Red Cross; President Wilson, who is also 
president of that organization, presented the 
matter truthfully and most forcefully the 
other day, when he said— 

“You should join the American Red 
Cross, because it alone can carry the 
pledges of Christmas good will to those 
who are bearing for us the real bur- 
dena of the world war both in our 
army and navy and in the nations 
upon whose territory the issues of the 
world war are being fought out. Your 
evidence of faith in this work is nec- 
essary for their heartening and cheer. 

“You should join the Red Cross be- 
cause this arm of the nation service is 
steadfastly and efficiently maintaining 
the overseas relief in every suffering 
land, administering over millions wise- 
ly and well and awakening the grati- 
tude of every people. Our conscience 
will not let us enjoy the Christmas 
season if this pledge of support to our 
cause and the world’s weal is left un- 
fulfilled. Red Cross membership is the 
Christmas spirit in terms of action.” 
There never was a time when humanity’s 

needs were greater than right now. Nor 
was there ever a time in the history of this 
country when the citizenship had placed be- 
fore it such a splendid opportunity to serve 
the country and at the same time serve the 
‘entire human race as is presented in this 
call of the Red Cross. 

And it does seem that while the best 
young blood of the land is either engaged or 
about to be engaged in fighting the battles 
of the world—battles which it is necessary 
to fight in order for liberty and human rights 
to live—the very least that can be asked of 
those not eligible to fight is that they lighten 
as much as possible the burdens, and re- 
lieve as much as possible the suffering of 
those who are calléd forward to places 
haunted by danger, pain and death. 

The medium through which such service 
can best be rendered is the American Red 


Cross; and the time to join is now! 


CATTLE’S DAY COMING. 


Ticks and scrub stock are the two chief 
—in fact, the only—deterrents to the cattle 
industry in Georgia; and both are rapidly 
vanishing. 

At any rate, that is one of the conclu- 
sions arrived at by J. L. Tormey, of the 
college of agriculture, University of Wis- 
consin, and who is also secretary of the 
Wisconsin Sheep Breeders’ association, who 
made his first trip, he says, south of the 
Ohio river during the week of last October 
16, and during which he made a careful 
study of live stock conditions in Georgia. 

In a recent issue of a northern live stock 
journal, Mr. Tormey gave an interesting and 
instructive presentation of the things bear- 
ing upon the cattle business which most 
impressed him while he was in our state. 
The first he ran against in the Atlanta cattle 
markets. 

Turning to the market pages of the At- 
lanta dailies, he says— ! 


I noticed there that top cattle, called 
“prime” in. those reports, weighed 
around 850 to 1,000 pounds, and $8.50 
per hundred was quoted ag the top at 
the Atlanta stock yards. That seemed 
‘strange to me. Wisconsin grass cattle 
weighing upward of 1,600 pounds had 
sold in Chicago at $16.50. Could it be 
that cattle were so much cheaper in 
Georgia than in Wiseonsin? Top prices 
for 1,000 pound cattle in Chicago at 
the same time were around $17.00 per 
hundred pounds. Why this great dif- 
ference in price? A trip to the stock 
yards revealed the why. After-a few 
looks around the pens in company with 
one of the principal killers in Atlanta, 
I esa that our cattle in Wisconsin 
were selling for less mone 
and condition aemsiderad:-than ane 
the cattle in Atlanta. And the butcher 
told me that cattle were really selling 
for about $1.50 per hundred more in 
Atlanta than they were in Chicago. I 
ean honestly say that the producers of 
some of the cattle I saw were stand- 
ing by the government in producing 
leather, but weren't helping much in 
the production of meat. Yearling stuff 
weighing around 350 pounds, and a 
large percentage of that belly and 
water; and mature cows in some cases 
weighing around 600 pounds will not 
make great additions in supp! 
good meat... ub fists 


This, of course, had to do with the gen- 
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people filled with the knowledge that 

money can be made in the cattle buai- 

ness, and getting the farmers to train 
themselves to care for the stock. 

He might have added, “and to annihilate 
the scrubs and breed to strain.” 

And the two great features that im- 
presses this Wisconsin expert—as it must 
any northern man—and most forcefully com- 
mend Georgia as an ideal cattle state are, 
first, the mild, short winters; and, second, 
the ease of production of abundant cheap, 
yet superior, feed. 

“Carrying cattle through the winter,” he 
Says of Georgia, “is a short process;” and 
as to feed, “there is a great diversity of 
crops for growing, feeding and fattening 
cattle.”" He learned while here, he says, 
that “while corn is a wonderful crop in 
south Georgia, it is often replaced by buch 
crops as velvet beans, which produces more 
feed per acre;” and he asks his fellow- 
citizens of the north and middle west: 

“Could you in the corn belt imagine any- 
thing better than the assurance of a good 
corn crop on your land?” 

Really, it is safe to say, the average 
Georgia farmer fails to fully appreciate his 
exceptionally good fortune, and the peculiar 
advantages which surround him—advantages 
which are destined eventually, when the tick 
is a thing of the past and the hide of the 
last scrub ig hanging on the fence, to make 
Georgia one of the leading live stock-pro 
ducing states of the union. 


TO HOOVER'S CREDIT. 


The public generally will applaud the ac- 
tion of Food Administrator Hoover in sum- 
marily revoking the license of a Washington 
(D. C.) commission concern the other day 
for allowing two carloads of potatoes to rot 
in the cars. 

It is said that several other big commis- 
Sion firms and food dealers throughout the 
country stand in imminent danger of being 
Similarly put out of. business unless they 
right-about-face in their business practices. 
They are as familiar with the spirit and the 
letter of the federal food regulations as is 
Mr. Hoover himself, and they have been 
given fair warning that profiteering and 
hoarding, wasting, destruction and similar 
criminal practices by which to advance 
prices of necessities must cease. But thus 
far many of them have refused to take the 
administration at its word. 

The Washington company that lost its 
license knows now some things that it didn’t 
know before, among them that even the pa- 
tience of Uncle Sam has its limitations; and 
it is out of business until such time as it 
pleases Mr. Hoover to grant it a new license. 

The company’s punishment was alto- 
gether too merciful, and its head may con- 
sider himself fortunate to be at liberty, since 
the law provides for an optional penalty of 
as high as a heavy fine, together with two 
years’ imprisonment for the offense for 
which he suffered only revocation of license. 

Such a culprit may be entitled to sym- 
pathy, but it is safe to say he would be only 
wasting his time in appealing to the Ameri- 
can people for it; because the people are 
with the administration, and they feel that if 
the food administration has erred at all it 
has been in the degree of patience and len- 
iency it has extended toward the food profit- 
eers and plunderers of the public. 

The fact that an example has been made 
of one such undoubtedly will have a good 
effect upon the rest of them.

LIFTING THE TEUTONIC VEIL: 
ENEMY NEWS AND OPINION 


Under this heading will be published from time to time quotations from the press 
of Germany and Austria-Hungary which The Constitution has arranged to 
receive by cable and mail through The Philadelphia Public Ledger. 


AUSTRIA’S INTERNAL DISSENSION 


1 


Austria-Hungary is so weary of the war 
that she is showing almost no enthusiasm 
over the victories in Italy, and, in fact, is 
indulging in a bad-tempered political dis- 
pute which makes the recent agitations in 
London and Paris seem mild by comparison. 
The trouble began in a stormy session in 
the Austrian parliament. The reported set- 
tlement of the Polish question drew forth a 
united statement by all the Slav parties and 
the Czechs that such a settlement would be 


‘detrimental and discriminatory against them, 


and that it would stand in the way of the 
Slav demand for liberation from Magyar op- 
pression. 

The Ukrainians opposed the cession of 
Galicia to Poland as a betrayal of them to 
the tender merceis of the Poles. A Rumanian 
deputy demanded that Poland should be 
united with Russia and that Rumania should 
be attached to Austria. Minister President 
Seydler stilled the storm in parliament by 
stating that Poland would be given a free 
choice and that the national development of 
other races would not be hindered. 

The remarks of the Czechs in regard to 
the necessity of liberating all the Slavs from 
Magyar oppresvion created a violent scene 
the following week in the Hungarian par- 
liament. Many deputies clamored for a 
separate army and for the breaking of all 
mutual relations with Austria. Wekerle, the 
Hungarian minister president, calmed the 
clamor by stating that Seydler would en- 
deavor to stamp out the anti-Magyar agita- 
tion in the Austrian parliament. 

According to The Freie Presse, of Vienna, 
all parties in the Hungarian parliament then 
joined in interpellations demanding that 
steps be taken to protect Hungary against the 
attacks of the Slavs in the Austrian parlia- 
ment. Count Andrassy asserted that the 
creation of a federalism which is proposed by 
certain Austrians was dangerous to Hungary 
and that the Czech demands were inspired 
by the entente. Wekerle replied that he had 
positive guarantees from Seydler that the 
aspirations of the subject nationalities would 
be satisfied only within Austria. 

Wekerle asserted further that the Aus- 
trian minister of justice had assured him 
that he would take legal steps to suppress 
anti-Hungarian utterancex Wekerle said he 
had told Seydler that the dissolution of Hun- 
gary was threatened. He further asserted 
that the emperor had empowered him to 
state that the crown would use all the 


means at its disposal to oppose Czech agita- 


tion against Hungarian constitutional inde- 
pendence and territorial integrity. 
Hungarian Press Takes Trail. 

The Hungarian press then took up the 
trail. According to The Neve Korrespondenz, 
of Berne, the following violent attacks 
against Austria appeared in the Hungarian 
papers: 

Az Est, the sensational evening sheet of 
Budapest, carried the flaring headline, “New 
War Declaration.” And below it, said: “Turks, 
Serbs, Tartars, Rumanians, Russians have 
successively attacked Hungary, but Austria 
has always been hostile under the mask of 
friendship. The mask has now fallen, and 
Hungary realizes Austria’s hatred and de- 
sire to swallow Hungary. Hungary still has 
sufficient strength to accept battle with 
Austria and should reply, ‘Let us separate 
from Austria.’” 

Pester Lloyd, the subsidized German pa- 
per of Budapest, published interviews with 
Count Andrassy and other prominent Hun- 
garians, expressing’ rage over the audacity 
of the Czech parliamentarians. Pesti Hirlap, 
the organ of Count Apponyi’s independence 
party, comments that it is useless to debate 
the question, as “a controversy with idiots 
would be ridiculous.” It goes on to say: 

“The Czech accusation that the nations of 
Hungary have been Masyarized by force is 
comical. It is regrettable that this was not 
done.’ The Czechs have misused parliamen- 
tary immunity and have been guilty of high 
treason in threatening the inner destruction 


of the monarchy.” 
Magyarorzag, Count Kerolyi’s paper, states 


‘that it is well known that Hungary’s bitter- 


est enemies are among the nationals of 
Austria and that their hatred is steadily 
growing. 

Tieza Strives fer Delay. 

In reply to Tisza’s interpeilation on the 
Polish question, Wekerle stated that the 
Polish question can receive no definite set- 
tlement until peace; but that it would not 
influence Hungarian political and economic 
interests and that the Hungarian parliament 
would be consulted concerning the question. 
Tisza also obtained postponement of discus- 
sion of the electoral reform bill until the 
conclusion of the discussion of the budget. 

There is now a disposition in both the 
Hungarian and Austrian parliaments to 
throw ricks at the Czechs. 


* 
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The Neue Freie Presse, in the Austrian par- 
liament it was asserted that food conditions 
in the German portions of Bohemia are in- 
describable and that conditions in the Czech 
districts are much better. It was asserted 
that the industrial regions are particularly 
badly fed, that there are many cases of 
dropsy and that the death rate in some Ger- 
man Bohemian towns hag increased 60 per 
cent. 

In the Hungarian parliament there were 
interpellations in regard to the action of a 
mutinous Czech crew which was said to have 
surrendered an Austrian torpedo boat to the 
enemy and a mutinous Czech regiment which 
was said to have betrayed an Austrian ar- 
tillery position to the enemy on the Italian 
front. 

Germany's Loss Heavy. 

The Chemnitzer Volksstimme,'one of the 
rather conservative socialist organs, contains 
the following pessimistic article on the de- 
crease in the population of Germany. 

“One of the most serious questions in Ger- 
many is the loss of men. It cannot yet be 
definitely said how high this loss is.. The 
Economist estimates Germany's losses up 
till April 1, 1916, at $90,000 killed ang dis- 
abled. According to another calculation in 


-the third bulletin of the society of the study 


of the social consequences of the war the in- 
crease of deaths in Germany during the first 
three years of war is 1,211,000, the decrease 
of births, 2,482,000, the total loss 3,700,000. 

“These figures show an enormous loss. 
At the same time the number of deaths of 
infants has decreased. In 1918 this number 
amounted to 277,000, in 1914 297,000, in 1915 
216,000, in 1916, 167,000. The number of in- 
fants born alive in 1915 decreased 28 per 
cent, compared to those in 1913, while the 
decrease in 1916 was 40 per cent. Therefore 
the decrease of the number of infants’ deaths 
is the result of the decrease of the number 
of births. 

“Another serious thing is that the number 
of marriages has decreased. This circum- 
stance coincides with many similar circum- 
stances. One only has to remember that 
during the war women who were able to bear 
children have taken up professional work. 

“Until now it was rather foolish to main- 
tain that the system of having two children 
prevailed generally in Germany. Now mat- 
ters are different. There is a serious danger 
that the system of having no children will 
continue. 

“For a real success there should be in the 
first place school reform, housing reform, 
improvement in the recreations of the peo- 
ple; in short, removal of the capitalistic 
economy and the economical, social and eth- 
ical anarchism, which it entails. 

“But of course the physical condition -of a 
people and the economical system of a state 
cannot be eltered in one day, but at least 
one can set to work in one’s own sphere and 
perhaps after three or four generations this 
change will be completed, and not until this 
has been reached will an increase in births 
be assured.”

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important. Vast tracts of ocean have been 
patrolled by them in the eastern seas, leav- 
ing British naval vesse's free to transport 
the Australian and New Zealand troops, 
while hunting down the German cruiser 
Emden and the German eastern fleet. 

On September 6, 1914, the Japanese ad- 
miralty placed its first two vessels at the 
command of\the British China station, They 
were the battlé cruiser Ibuki and the light 
cruiser Chikuma) both of which vessels par- 
ticipated in the chase after the Emden. 

Nine days later a Japanese squadron of 
three cruisers and two destroyers left 
Yokoruka to comb out the vicinity of the 
Marianne, Caroline and Marshall islands. 
These were the Kurama, Tsukuba and Asama, 
cruisers, and the Yamakaze and Umikase, de- 
stroyers, the armament of all five including 
eight 12-inch, 12 8-inch, and 26 6-inch guns. 
It was about this time that the now famous 
intercepted German wireless was caught in 
the Pacific: 

“Emglish shipea have left Rabaul going 
east. The Japanese squadron is all over 
the place.” 

At the same time the Japanese blockade 
of Tsingtau was begun. The first Japanese 
transport sailed for that German colony 
about the end of August, and further tfins- 
portation of troops was made about three 
weeka afterward. 

On November 7, 1914, after a neat siege 
of ten weeks, Tsingtau fell to its Japanese 
conquerors. Meanwhile, the Japanese were 
maintaining an air-tight watch on German 
ships sheltering in a number of, at that 
time, neutral harbors. 

Japan’s Naval Co-operation. 

With the war fairly under way, Japanese 
naval co-operation began to assume the 
large proportions it now holds. Briefly, ita 
development was this: 

Upon her declaration of war, the first 
fleet of Japan_was dispatched to operate 
between the Yellow sea and the northern 
part of the ‘Rastern sea. The second fleet 
was occupied with Tsingtau. 

Another detail of cruisers and destroyers 
was sent, early in 1916, to the Straits Settle- 
ment and has been aiding the British in 
patrolling the Indian ocean east of Colombo. 
Besides these jobs, the Japanese have under- 
taken several special assignments at the 
request of the British admiralty in the north- 
ern Pacific. 

The result of this close co-operation be- 
tween the Japanese and the British in the 
far east has exterminated the Germans from 
the Pacific. In more recent months it has 
been the decision of the allied governments 
to extend the work of the Japanese navy 
into still further seas. 

Several scraps of news have reached the 
press in which Japanere craft have been 
mentioned as operating in the Mediterranean. 
The truth is that a considerable force of 
Japanese light craft has been in the Mediter- 
ranean for almost a year now, although their 
work naturally cannot be particularized upon. 

The Japanese have also taken over a 
share of the protection of the Australian, 
New Zealand and South African coasts in 
co-operation with the British, and part of 
the job of protecting transport routes over 
practically all the south seas and the Indian 
ocean. 

Secrecy Maintained About Patrol Work, 

Much of this invaluable work at sea is 
not of the sort that lends itself to publica- 
tion. For instance, the patrol of vast tracts 
of ocean in search of an enemy ship may be 
faithfully performed for an indefinite period 
by one ship, and yet the honors may finally 
fall by a stroke of luck to a sister ship. 

There were scores of patrol ships, power- 
ful, fast cruisers, which were combing the 
south Pacific for the Emden, but none of 
them received credit from the press, except 
the two British cruisers which finally ran 
into the Emden and drove her ashore and 
shelled her to death. 

In fact, much of the work of a modern 
navy on the high seas if of so unexciting 
and humdrum nature that it lacks altogether 
the spectacular elements which the press 
requires. Yet this should not allow the 
allied nations to forget that the foundations 
of the whole allied enterprise are the allied 
navies. The consequences of sea pressure, 
however, are proving even more inevitable 
in their strangling effect on the central 
powers than the consequences of land 
pressure. 

They are not so immediate or nearly so 
obvious, but it should not be forgotten that 
the presence of Australian and New Zealand 
troops on the battlefields of Flanders and 
France is indirectly due to the Japanese 
navy. 
of the spontaneous, enthusiastic performance 
of the duties of the war which have fallen 
to the Japanese. The successes of its fleet 
have proven how splendid a fighting machine 
is the navy of the mikado.

RUSSIAN DEFECTION 
IS CAUSE OF CRISIS 


With Allied and Teuton 
Populations Equal, and 
Italy Held, Offensive Pow- 

er in West Returns to Ger- 
man Side.

Rather more than a year ago, in my 
@unday article, I expressed the opin- 
fon that the war would last at least 
four years. The recent progress of 
events satisfies me that we are to 
see a struggle at least five years long, 
and that no decision is likely during 
1918, nor until such time as the 
United States can put a million of men 
on European soil, with proper pro- 
vision for maiutaining this number on 
the firing line. 

The conviction that the war will go 
at least five years rests upon the 
change in the situation resulting from 
the complete disappearance of Russia 
from the battle line.

Russia’s Defection. 


The first effect of the Russian de- 
fection must be recognized in north- 
ern Italy and in northern France. The 
Russian collapse has provided Germany 
with a strategic reserve which has 
been lacking to her ever since her fail- | 
ure before Verdun. This strategic re- 
@erve has enabled her to take the of- 
fensive in Italy and to carry on a) 
counter offensive before Cambrai—: 
both of them more considerable of-: 
fensive efforts than have been made 
by the Germans in nearly two years. 

In my judgment, the allies may be 
compelled to stand on the defenaive 
throughout the whole of next year, 
while every sign points to a renewal of 
the German effort to achieve a decision 
in advance of the arrival of the man 
masses of the United States armies, 
German policy is clear. At the begin- 
ming of the war Germany attacked 
France in the hope of destroying France 
before either England or Russia could 
come to s§he assistance of the French. 
She failed, owing to the skill with 
which French armies were handled and 
the devotion with which the French 
soldier fought. Thereafter Germany 
turned her attention to Russia, seek- 
ing to dispose of Russia before France 
and England could come to Russria’s 
assistance. This Germany did accom- 
plish, breaking down the Russian na- 
tional existence and eliminating Russia 
as a factor in the war by the great cam- 
‘paign which began at the Dunajec and 
ended at Vilna in the summer of 19165. 
In the winter of 1915 Germany turned 
to France again and sought to dispose 
of her before Britain could arrive. 
Again she failed in this. Today, with 
Austrian help, she has undertaken to 
crush Italy with the troops which have 
been released from the eastern front. 


The German Purpose. 


It is necessary to understand the Ger- 
man purpose. Ludendorff expressed it 
very clearly the other day when he said 
that in modern war—that is, tn a con- 
test between whole peoples—a military 
decision on the battlefield is unlikely. 
The real victory is attained by the 
wearing out of the will and the spirit of

Now, we have toconsider the possi- 
bility that the Germans will pauee in 
their attack upon Italy at the moment 
when they have forced the Italians back 
comes. 
They may hope and expect that such a 
defeat will break the spirit of Italy and 
that the disintegration within the Savoy 
monarchy will follow the lines of the 
disintegration in the Romanoff empire, 
and that domestic revolution and disor- 
der will bring Italy to a separate peace, 
as they have brought Russia. 


Against France Next. 

In such a case it is certain that the 
next German operation will ®e directed 
against the French. France has bdorne 
the greatest burden of the war. French 
man-power has suffered more than that 


|of any other allied country, and nearly 


as much in proportion to French popu- 
lation as Germany. There is an unmis- 
takable war-weariness in France, and 
the Germans seem to be planning and 
preparing an attack upon France to fol- 
low the termination of their Italian 
campaign. The purpose of this attack 


‘will be to dispose of the French before 


the United States can bring its troops 
up. Such an attack would have deen 
impossible had Ruesia held its lines, be- 
cause Germany possessed no reserves 
sufficient for such a task. She did not 
even possess the reserves necessary for 
the Italian adventure until the collapée 
can exchange casualties with France 
safely. 
An Allied Handicap. 

The cardinal principle of German 
military operations now must be to 
complete the attack upon Italy—that 
is, to open so deep a wound that Italy 
may bleed to death, as Russia did, and 
then turn her attention to France. The 
Italian conditions are such that France 


and Great Britain will have to main- 
tain troops in northern Italy, as they 


have to maintain troops at Saloniki, 
and this will be a grave nandicap upon 
the western front. 

There should be no mistaking the 
fact in the United States that the de- 
fection of Russia has totally changed 
the whole situation in that it has sup- 
plied Germany with a strategic re- 
serve, that it has reinvigorated the war 
spirit of the nation, and that with 
newly acquired resources of guns and 
materials, captured from tne Russians, 
Germany is now able to strike one 
more blow before we can possibly be- 
come an effective force on the western 
front. 

During next summer we shall have 
some hundreds of thousands of troops 
in France. We shall have a certain 
number of divisions upon the firing 
line. We shall have many more divi- 
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sions behind the firing line, getting 
their training, but we shall be unable 
to take over any considerable portion 
of the German assault next year—pre- 
cisely ae the British were not able to 
take over any portion of the German 
assault upon Verdun between Febru- 
of the Russians brought an end to all 
danger on the eastern front. 

In the course of the present year Ger- 
many has captured an enormous amount 
of war material from the Russians and 
an equally vast amount from the Ital- 
tans. She hes added greatly to her 
stocks of munitions and of guns. All 
these resources will enable her to make 
a desperate final drive against France 
this winter or next spring, while the 
Austrian troops will surfice to hold the 
gains in Italy, to check Sarrail’s army 
in the Balkans and probably to sup- 
ply certain Austrian, German and Hun- 
garian divisions of picked troops for 
the western campaign. 

Populations Equal. 

The population of France Italy and 
Great Britain, including the British 
white colonies, is about equal to that 
of the central powers, without Turkey, 
while the native troops of British and 
French colonies about offset Turkish 
numbers. But the Italians can use only 
a minor percentage of their numbers 
on their present front, and are unlikely 
now to consent to the transfer of Ital- 
fan troops to France, while the French 
and the British are handicapped by the 
necessity of sending many of their 
troops to save Italy. 

All things considered, it seems to me 
certain that the next campaign will see 


Germany on the offensive on the west- 


ern front, where al] military authori- 
ties, German and allied alike, agree 
the war will be won and lost. British 
numbers have not yet begun to decline 
absolutely. The British will be able 
to hold their own front and to take 
over a portion of the burden of meeting 
the German attack upon the French, but 
they will not be able, in my judgment, 
to carry on any considerable operation 
like the Somme, owing to the pressure 
that will be brought upon the French. 
In other words, France, having suffered 
as she has, will quite justly demand 
that when she is attacked, whether it 
be about Rheims, or about Verdun, or 
about Nancy, British armies be sent 
to the danger point to bear a portion 
of the loss. Nothing is less likely than 
that the French will consent to bear 
another Verdun sacrifice alone. 
Time With Allies. 

The element of time remains with 
the allies. Not only do the European 
enemies of Germany possess an equal 
number of men, but they have behind 
them the resources and man-power of 
the United States, which, now that 
Russia has disappeared, are the great- 
est of all countries in the war. If the 
Germans fall to achieve a decision, if 
they fail to accentuate the war weari- 
ness in France sufficiently to bring 
the French to a separate peace. by their 
offensive of next year, they will be in 
a far worse state than at any moment 
during the war, because they will have 
used up that strategic reserve supplied 
by the Russian defection, and they will 
have no reserve at the moment when 
the American army is taking its place, 
at least a million strong, on the west- 
ern battle line. But for the arrival of 
that army the allies must wait, and 
during the period in which they are 
waiting they will unquestionably have 
to face the fiercest German attack of 
the war. 

Moreover, it seems to me that wise 
policy would dictate that the allies 
should wait next year and in the matin 
carry on a defensive war, because there 
is the obvious danger of a complete 
prostration of France if France has to 
undergo another bleeding Iike that of 
Verdun. Germany cannot afford the 
losses which she would have to bear 
singly when they are balanced by 
losses on the other side divided be- 
tween the French and the British. This 
would mean a rate of attrition for her 


which would be murderous. But since 
France has lost proportionately almost 
as heavily as Germany, the Germans 


It does not seem to me that these 
facts warrant any pessimism, although 
we are certain to have a period of de- 
pression growing out of the apparent 
inexhaustibility of German resources 
and the inevitable local successes of 
German arms, such as the recent Cam- 
brai episode and the more considerabie

success in northern Italy. Germany is 


compelled again to make tremendous 
efforts and to gamble on an immediate 
decision with new assets to avoid that 


defeat which is inevitable when Amer- 
ican numbers destore the balance de- 
stroyed by the Russian defection. 
French, British and Italian numbers 
are equal or superior to the present 
Germian foroes, but they are not largely 
superior. The morale of the «French 
and British troops is equal] to that of 
the Germans. The morale of the Ital- 
ian troops as a whole is plainly infe- 
rior to the German and perhaps equal 
to the Austrian. But French and Brit- 
ish numbers are not sufficient to dring 
a decision in the field next year. They 
will never be eufficient to do this, The 
real decisive thrust of the war must 
come from the United States, and can 


sufficient numbers at the front to de- 


liver a great blow. It took Great Brit- 
ain two years to train its citizen army 
and got it to France. Kt will not take 
us any less, 

Eutering New Phase. 

We are entering a new phase of the 
war. The campaign of 1918 will begin 
with a very clear perception on the 
part of all general staffse—enemies and 
allies alike—that the decision of the 
war will rest with the nations whose 
spirit endures most steadfast, and that 
the real defeat may come not in a Wa- 
terloo or a Sedan, but in a collapse be- 
hind the lines, such as has destroyed 
the great Russian forces during the 
present year. It is rather a questién 
now whether the German spirit or the 
Angio-French-American spirit is the 
first to weaken, and it is a moral cer- 
tainty that if our troops arrive in France 
in time the ultimate advantage must 
be with the allies. Nor. does there seem 
to me any reason to doubt that the 
French and the British can bear whet 
will be the ultimate German assault, 
made possible by Russia’s revolution 
and the release of some hundreds of 
thousands of German troops to con- 
stitute a new German astrategic re- 
serve. Somewhere between half a 
million and three-quarters of a million 
troops have been released for the west- 
ern field, and with her usual wisdom 
Germany is preparing to use this new 
reserve for one more attack, rather 
upon the spirit of her enemies than 
upon their trenches. 


Peace Aims Understeod. 

The discussion of war aims goes on 
steadily, despite President Wilson’s 
wise words that we must win the war 
first, that this is the major duty and 
the major necessity. I have steadfastly 
believed that all discussion of peace 
aims is of small value while the war re- 
mains to be won, and that when it 
has been won then alone will it be time 
to debate frontiers and _ territorial 
claims on the.basis of facts as they 
then are. Moreover, it has seemed and 
seems to me that a large portion of 
the demand for a statement of peace 
aims by the allies is either due to igno- 
rance or induced by a German cam- 
paign to divide the allies. It seems 
to be perfectly clear that the war aims 
of the allies are known and understood 
by all allied publics. This war ig ex- 
actly like the war that Europe fought 
against Napoleon. It is a war to pre- 
vent the domination first of Europe 
and then of the world by a single na- 
tion, which has deliberately and con- 


rope in arms against Napoleon after 
many years of combat recognized that 
there could be no permanent peace un- 
til France was restored, not to the lim- 
its of 1807 or 1811, but to the limits 
of 1789—the year which preceded the 
French rush out beyond the bounda- 
ries of the old monarchy. It was the 
just and accurate recognition of the 
countries in arms against France that 
while France controlled Holland, Bel- 
gium, Italy and Spain she had an al- 
most inexhaustible reservoir for her 
armies and by her size and resources 
threatened the independence of the 
world.

things are all essential to the main | 


purpose of the allies. They are found- 
ed upon justice and they represent the 
bases of permanent peace. Each seeks 
to redress a wrong. which, unredressed, 
threatens the safety and liberty of the 
world. In addition, there is the prob- 
lem of Poland, the solution of which 
waits upon Russian fortunes, but if 
ultimate justice is to be done demands 
the liberation of the Poles of Prussia. 
Such other purposes as the allies may 
cherish separately—Italian aspirations 
on the eastern shore of Dalmatia; Ser- 
bian claims upon Bosnia and Hersego- 
vina, which are based upon racial 


' grounds; Rumanain longings for Tran- 


sylvania, which are equally justified— 
may be said to be conditions of vic- 
tory rather than safety. 

The irreducible minimum of safety 
in Burope and in the world, as it now 
geems, is the restoration of Belgium 
and Serbia, the retrocession of Alsace- 
Lorraine and the cession of Trieste and 
the Trentino. Rather than make these 
concessions Germany wil! fight through 
next year and the following year. Rath- 
er than give Trieste up, Austria will 
continue the war. It does not seem to 
me that any American can fail to sup- 
port an allied purpose which seeks to 
provide safety in Europe and in the 
world by restoring Belgium to the Bel- 
gians, France to the French and giv- 
ing Italy the residue of her ancient 
patrimony. Nor does it seem to me 
that American public sentiment can 
agree to the sacrifice of Serbia and 
Rumania. 


The German Colonies, 


The question of German colonies, the 
question of economic alliance, the ques- 


tions of world trade and world com- 
merce belong to the peace conference 
which must follow the war. It does 
not seem to me incompatible with al- 
lied purposes that there should be a 
remaking of the map of Africa. It does 
not seem to me outside of the possibili- 
ties that France and Belgium should 
consent to make sacrifices in Central 
Africa, provided France and Belgium 
are restored to their natural limits in. 
Europe (and by the natural limits of 
France I mean the boundaries that 
preceded the Franco-Prussian war). 
The question of Turkey in Asia is a 
question for an international congress. 
But the simple fact is that if Germany 
is permitted to retain Belgium and 
Alsace-Lorraine, if Austria is permit- 
ted to retain the Trentino and the 
Isonzo gate to Italy, if Serbia is de- 
stroyed by its partition between Austria 
and Bulgaria, there can be no hope or 
prospect of anything beyond a truce. 
We shall have one more of those phases 
such as marked the interludes in the 
wars of Louis XIV. and of Napoleon. 
We shall leave a predatory state with 
a portion of the plunder, with an ap- 
petite for more plunder and a belief 
that what was missed in this war may 
be achieved in the next. 

In the case of Louis XIV. the closing 
years ,of his wars saw a number of 
eevere defeats. The war was carried 
to French soil, and in the strictly mili- 
tary sense there was no absolute de- 
cision. The spirit of the allies broke 
down when the greater peril had been 
abolished. The early conquests of 
Louis were largely taken from him, 
but France remained substantially in- 
tact. What was destroyed waa the 
French will to dominate Burope. From 
the effort France fell back exhausted 
and marched ineluctably toward her 
revolution, with all that it meant for 
the liberalizing of France and of Eu- 
rope. When the revolution and the Na- 
poleon spasm were over France as a 
peril to European independence ceased 
to exist, and France e in the 
old diplomatic language a “good” Eu- 
ropean. 

German Exhaustion. 


It seems to me that some such re- 
sult may not impossibly follow this 
war. The defection of Russia makes it 


unlikely next year, at least, taat allied 


armies will enter Germany. Allied re- 
sources in money and in food, and even- 
tual resources in manhood when we 
get ready, are so much greater than 
Germany’s that from a war protracted 
into 1919 Germany must emerge more 
exhausted than any one of her three 
greater foes. Even though her armies 
still maintain their positions behind the 
Scheldt and the Meuse, the exhaustion 
of Germany will be such that she will 
be unable to maintain her place or re- 
gain her place in the world in the next 
generation. 

All this is clear to the Germans and 
has been revealed in their frantic cam- 
paigns for peace hitherto, They are 
now to make one more desperate cam- 
paign for a victorious peace. Russia 
has supplied them wi-h the resources 
of men, and Italy and Russia with the 
resources of guns, munitions and sup- 
Plies. The object of the next campaign 
is France. The salvation of France 
will rest in part at least, upon our 
own country and upon Great Britain. 
If we get the men to France in time, 
and tf there is no mistaking in France 
our determination and our will and 
our growing efficiency, the new Ger- 
man campaign will be as great a fail- 
ure as that of the Marne and of Ver- 
dun. But for the time being the word 
is with Germany. She will probably 
take the offensive, and she will stake 
her last resources in men and muni- 
tions upon an offensive designed to 
break the spirit first of France and 
then of the French allies.

The railroads are at it again, their old game of squeezing the life out of 
the commercial travelers, seeking to raise the price of mileage, which is so 
largely used by the salesmen. It’s passing strange that these moguls will 
never learn the plain fact that the traveling men are the best class of solic- 
itors they can possibly secure, and that this valuable service is had without 
money and without price. . 

Stop the salesmen from the road, and the mighty traffic of hauling goods 
over steel rails would cease at once and the railroads would all be in the 
hands of receivers. Evidently the moguls got their training in the schools 
of the Pharaohs, where captives were required to produce brick while the 
necessary materials were denied the workmen. 

Regardless of their own best interests, the roads seem bent on taking the 
pound of flesh from the ribs of the traveling men, even if it is to be done 
ounce by ounce. 

Granted that the higher cost of labor and supplies used by the roads 
require advanced rates, why should they begin to get this revenue from the 
men who are working day and night to make business for them? 

Efforts are being made by the T. P. A., through National Committeeman 
R. A. Broyles and H. D. Shackleford, chairman of the Georgia railroad com- 
mittee, who have interested the national executive to lend a hand to the work 
and defeat the appeal of the roads to the railroad commission for this ad- 
vance, and it is to be hoped that these efforts will prove successful. 

This is no time for antagonism between any of the big interests which 
are running this country, and the railroad commissioners will do well to nip 


in the bud this move, which is sure to bring about serious friction, and other- 


wise depress business.

CORN BREAD IN DIXIE 


By W. T. DuBose. 

If an agent of the government, sent 
over the southern states with the 
Power to enforce food restrictions, 
offered every person the alternative 
between the exclusive use of corn 
or wheat, the result would be that 
about 50 per cent would promptly de- 


cide in favor of corn, while of the re- 
mainder, something like 25 per cent 
would hesitate and finally make the 
same decision. The reason is very 
plain. In the south we know how to 
prepare corn products so as to make 
not only a most palatable article of 
food, but one more wholesome and 
nutritious than wheat. 


Corn a Real Delicacy. 


Deprive the southern laborer of his 
corn bread and he would feel as did 
on when shorn of his locks. 
While, of course, wheat bread is 
largely used in the south and great 
privations would follow its elimina- 
tion, there would be little or no ma- 
terial suffering if corn products were 
abundant. 

That Indian corn has a distinctly 
delicious taste is evidenced by the fact 
that “roasting ears’ are very popular 
all over the United States. Wheat and 
other grains are not used thus in the 
milky state. This delightful and uni- 
versally popular taste found only in 
the green corn is preserved in the 
matured grain, but is more or less 
lost unless milled and cooked in the 
right way. Southern people know how, 
and for this reason corn products are 
so largely used in Dixie. 


How Best Meal Is Made. 


' After milling wheat, the flotir im- 
proves with age, while corn meal de- 
teriorates from the day it is ground. 
To preserve this meal] for any extended 
time it must be “kiln dried,’ which is 
done by all the larger mills, where the 
roduct is to be shipped any distance. 
his process leaves the meal palatable 
and it will make excellent bread if 
properly prepared, but some of that 
delicate taste and flavor is lost.
